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FATE OF A 
U-BOAT 


This Eye.Witness Story Of 
The Sinking Of A U-Boat 
Which Attacked A Convoy, 
Gives A Vivid Picture Of the 
War at Sea,’

An escort vessel was in com- 
pany with a convoy, The weather 
was hazy, with a strong following 
wind and a heavy sea, and at day. 
light. three ships of the convoy 
had lost touch withthe others Soon 
after ten in the morning there was 
thick fog, and about an hour later 
one of the steamers in the convoy 
a neutral, was torpedoed. 

The explosion was seen and 
heard from the escort vessel, 
which at once went on to full 
speed and steered for the position 
of the submarine. After afew min- 
utes definite contact was obtained 
with the Aspic, that wonderful in. 
strument which has been referred 
to as ‘impalpable fingers groping 
beneath the surface of the sea’. 

Presently a periscope was sight- 
ed dead ahead. It was seen for a 
moment or two, then dipped, then 
reappeared and remained in sight 
for at least 25 seconds, and only 
150 yards ahead. One can imagine 
the suppressed excitement at sight. 
ing the periscope right under the 
bows. 

The U-boat seemed to be offer- 
ing herself up on a plate, and app- 
ears to have been ixicredibly care- 
less, Her capitain was so intent 
upon inspecting the vessel he had 
torpedoed, that he was apparently 
uuaware of the escori vessels pres- 
ence, 

In less than a minute the escort 
vessel started to let go her depth 
charges, which exploded one aft- 
er another at various depths below 
the surface. Two large air-bubbles 
came to the surface, but for the 
time, no signs of the U-boat. So 
the hunt continued, 

A little later the hunter regain. 
ed contact with the Asdio and 
dropped more depth charges. But 
still no signs of the submaiine, 
Meanwhile other ships in the 
neighborhood had been informed 
of what was going on, and just 
before two o'clock two British 
destroyers arrived and joined in 
the hunt. Then a French destroy. 
er appeared, 

At half-past two, the weather 
having cleared a little, the escort 
vessel suddenly sighted a sub. 
marine on the surface at a range 
of about 2 miles, She opened fire 
and so did the Frenchman. A big

HOW BRITAIN DEALT WITH 
THE MAGNETIC MINE

Magnetic mines are laid on the 
sea bottom, and are only effective 
if ships passing over them are in- 


side the danger area of the explos-j 


ion. They are useless in depths of 
300 feet or more. and are thus com- 
plementary to the ordinsry moored 
mines floating beneath the surface 
and designed to fire on a ship strik- 
ing them, The development and 
laying of magnetic mines forced 
Britian to provide special methods 
ot clearance over and above the 
ordinary sweeping of moored mines 

As regards the antidote, much 
has recently been heard of ‘‘de- 
Raussing” belts fitted to ships of all 
types from trawlers to battleships, 
for the purpose of neutralising their 
maguetism and so rendering them 
immune from magvetic mines. Dr, 
Gauss, one believes, was a Scandin- 
avian professor who died in the

WARN MOTORISTS 
OF TRAFFIC LAWS 


Advent of the spring driving sea- 
son makes it all the more necessary 
for motorists to give strict atten- 
tion to traffic regulations. Just how 
necessary that observance is was 
deraoustrated in a survey taken re- 
organization in an 
Alberta city, 

Automobile offences reported in 
that city in twoand a half months 
of this year included the following: 
failing to observe the stop lights 
aud signs, 133; incorrect signal, 52; 
reckless driving, 42; improper park- 
ing, 22; “U” turn and obstructing 
traffic, 14; passing standing street 
car, one. 

During a safety campaigu, there 
were sO many reports received as to 
incorrect signalling and turning 
from traffic lanes that recording of 
these instances was discontinued, 

Officials of the Alberta Motor 
Association stress the need for care- 
ful observance of traffic regulations 
in all parts of this province. Only 
in this way will Alberta’s accident 
toll, which included 72 deaths and 
789 persons injured last year. be

Continued from first page 
flying boat joined with them in 
the fight and dropped a bomb 
which fell within 20 feet of its 
target, . 

The U-boat, long and low, was 
hard to.see from the ships because 
of the patchy mist on the eurface 
Then she disappeared altogether. 
But steaming on, the escort vess- 
el saw five men struggling in the 
water so threw a Carley float to 
them as she passed 

Then she sighted another object 
which was at first taken to bethe 
sub’s conning tower. An attack 
was about to be made when the 
mist cleared and the object was 
seen to bea raft witha number 
of men clinging toit. There was 
a thick scum of oil all around it 
but nosubmarine she had sunk 
and from the number of men on 
the raft it -was obvious she had 
been abandoned, 


The men were rescued, and a 
destroyer picked up the others 


from the Carley float. They saved 
every manof the U-boat’s crew 
except the captain who had either 
elected to go down with his ship, 
or had been too late in making his 
escape. 

Describing the attack, the Ger- 
mans told how one of the first 
depth charges had caused the stern 
gland to leak and admit some t »ns 
of water. While they were trying 
to repair it, another charge ex- 
ploded close alonyside with a 
shattering detonation. This, along 
with a shortage of air, finally 
drove the leaking sub to the sur- 
face, and surrender. 

Thisis merely one incident out 
of many which shows the efficacy 
of the submarine detecting de- 
vices now fitted in mest British 
escort vessels and destroyers. 
But it also givessome idea of the 
constant watchfulness that is 
necessary in the vessels escorting 
Allied convoys, and of the liason 
between the Navy and Air Force.
